FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

The next several weeks I will be doing some 
catecheses on the San Damiano Cross. As we 
were in the initial stages of renovating our 
worship space, I had several conversations 
with Terry Nelson. Terry wanted to do a 
mural depicting a religious scene. In visiting 
with Brother William Woeger, Bishop Cupich 
and our renovation committee, the suggestion 
came of doing the San Damiano Cross, and 
incorporating some of the Saints from North 
America. The Saints that we have 
incorporated in our San Damiano Cross is 
Sister Katherine Drexel, St. Isaac Jogue, St. 
Elizabeth Seaton, Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha 
and of course Mary the mother of Jesus. 

The San Damiano cross is the cross in which 
St. Francis of Assisi was praying when he had 
his conversion in the year 1205, he heard 
Jesus tell him “Go Francis and repair my 
church, which as you can see, is falling into 
ruin.” As St. Francis repaired the San 



Damiano chapel in which the crucifix was 
located, St. Francis realized that he was 
called to repair the entire Catholic Church 
with acts of poverty, humility, and charity. 
So when we look at our San Damiano cross, 
we should hear the words of Christ as St. 
Francis had, because we to are called to 
rebuild the Church, to rebuild the body of 
Christ. 

The San Damiano cross was one of many 
painted with similar figures during the 12 th 
century in Umbria. “The name of the painter 
is unknown. The purpose of an icon cross 
was to teach the meaning of the events 
depicted and there by strengthening the faith 
of the people.” The original San Damiano 
cross helped to retell the story of Christ’s 
passion, death and resurrection, even though 
our San Damiano cross uses the same shape, 
it will not include all of the symbols that are 
present in the original San Damiano cross, 
which hangs now at the Poor Claire’s at 
Santa Chiara, in Assisi Italy

We are so obsessed with doing that we have 
no time and no imagination left for being. As 
a result, men are valued not for what they are 
but for what they do or what they have —for 
their usefulness. When man is reduced to his 
function he is placed in a servile, alienated 
condition. He exists for someone else or even 
worse for some thing else. Hence he cannot 
enjoy life. The ethos of our society certainly 
places an enormous emphasis on “having 
fun,” but our whole concept of joy is 
mendacious because it is servile. Even the 
fun that we have is for a purpose. It is 
justified not by its gratuity, its simple 
celebration of the gift of life, but by its 
utility.... 

Why then aren't we happy? Because of our 
servility. The whole celebration is empty 
because it is “useful.” We have not yet 
rediscovered the primary usefulness of the 
useless. From this loss of all sense of being, 
all capacity to live for the sake of living and 
praising God, all thankfulness, all 
“Eucharistic” spirit, comes the awful 
frustrated restlessness of our world obsessed 
with “doing” so that even “having fun” 
becomes a job of work, an operation, a 
veritable production, even a systematic 
campaign. 1
